HELPS TOBACCO 


SPINDLING LEAVES BROADEN OUT 


UNDER SUN'S INFLUENCE. 


CONTINUED HEAT IS NEEDED 


Under Rainy Conditions Plants Are 


Not Denp Rooted and Are 


Easily Darraged. 


The last week of warm dry weather 


!ias caused a great change In the out- 
oolc tor the 
present tobacco 
crop 


much of which had grown fast and 
spindly, the leaves being long and 
narrow and not of much account. 
The warm weather has. caused the 
leaves to broaden out considerably 
and the result will be a good, 
fair 


crop. 


Many of tho plants have matured 


too early and In some cases there are 
but two or three leaves on a stalk 
that are fit for wrappers. Tho 
warm 


weather however will work a great 
change in this respect and cause the 
leaves to widen out. 


In many localities where the plants 


liave spindled up, the roots' were not 
deep seated and great damage was 
done by the wind and rain, which 
laid the plants 
down 
flat 
to the 


ground. 
The only hope for these 


plants Is a season of dry, hot weather 
which may Induce them to resume 
their normal position and help them 
to a good healthy growth. 
Somo 


few crops are- about ready for har- 
vesting but thd great majority 
of 
uem wll not be ready for a week 
or two.. 
The business In old leaf 


Is at a standstill. 
The 
fnrfnena 


have practlcaly no leaf to sell find 
holers of 1000 and 1901 tobacco con- 
sider the outlook for the growing crop 
exceedingly, precarious and naturally 
show no Inclination to part with their 
holdings. 
The opinion among the 


dealers Is that the 1002 crop will not 
come up to the average either In qua I 
Ity or quantity. 


In tho Connecticut 
valley It Is 


generally admitted that the crop Is 
lato on account of the absence

warm bright weather and also that 
the earlier set plants were very seri- 
ously damaged by the hall 
storm

15. 
It Is true that this storm, as Is 


characteristic.' did not extend gen- 
erally over the entire tobacco dls. 
trlct, but Its path was through i«ie 
section In which n very large portion 
of the tobacco crop Is raised and the 
damage was- severe accordingly. The 
Injury was, confined largely to the 
older plants, tho late set escaping 
with comparatively* little or no am- 
age. 
But It Is doubtful If they, en- 


joyed entire Imunlty' during the sec- 
ond severe hailstorm which occurred 
last Mommy night. 
This storm was 


one of the worst In the. memory of 
tae oldest inhabitant and many acres 
of tobacco were literally cut to pieces. 
Houses were damaged and all kinds 
of vegetation were destroyed. 
Tak- 


en ,all In all, the lot of the tobacco 
farmer has not been one of unalloy- 
ed joy this season, and a few more 
setnacks would (HI their cup of woe 
to tho brim. 
Already It Is evident 


that the yield of wrapper leaf has 
been considerably 
curtailed. 
The 


prospects of the remains of the crop 
will depend entirely on suitable hot 
dry weather nnd a freedom from hall- 
storms.

In New York state It Is generally 


conceded that with storms, washouts 
and other drawbacks the tobacco far- 
mer will be entitled to all he can 
get from the present crop 
which 


does not give promise of being a rec- 
ord breaker. .' So well' Is this con- 
dition known that buyers of old Idaf 
are by no means scarce, and although 
their purchases are necessarily few 
and Individually unimportant, they 
still regard the search as time- well 
spent. 


In Pennsylvania a week of contin- 


uous good tobacco-growing weather 
has cheered our farmers. 
It was 


warm enough and moist enough to 
keep the crop' a moving right along 
So far. no serious drawbacks -have 
affected thec rop. Several times the 
rams worn rather heavy and dashing 
In their character, and In ncveral 
place* there was gome hall, but not 
enough to do much harm. 
What the 


future may have In store remains to 
be seen.

of sreat historical value. 
The two 


chairs, or thrones, upon' which their 
majesties will bo seated during the 
Ereater part of the ceremony are very 
fine. The one for tho queen has been 
specially made. The chairs are big 
and roomy and are upholstered in 
ruby velvet, with a small, tasteful <le- 
fllgn of a rose, shamrocl: and thistle. 
The top of tho .chairs Is surmounted 
by a crown with lion and 
unicorn. 


Two other chairs on the right near to 
tho royal box are upholstered In J'oyal 
blue velvet. 


•Priceless Cushions. 


Tho cushions upon which their maj- 


estles will kneel are" covered 
with 


thick white satin with beautiful golden 
.tassels. Edward the Confessor's chair 
Is in its place. Resting on a priceless 
Indian ca'rpet Immediately In front of 
the altar Is tho'faldstool of crimson 
velvet with white satin cushions. 
Here their majesties will receive the 
.sacrament. 


On tho right hand of tho coronation 


chair are three chairs, the middle ono 
being very large, gilded and uphol- 
stered in crimson brocaded silk. This 


. Is for the Prince, of Wales. Of tho 


smaller chairs, the ono on tho right Is 
for the Duke of Connaught and tho 
one on the leu, which is amply cush- 
ioned, Is for the Dulys of Cambridge. 


In the Royal Box. 


In the royal 'box the members of 


the royal family will sit according to 
precedence. For instance, the Prin- 
cess of Wales will sit on a larger chair 
than any of the otlicrs. Next to her 
comes'the Princess Louise, tho Ouch- 
ess of Fife, Princess Victoria, and 
Princess Charles of Denmark.
